The detained are

Separately, Mexican police 
killed 10 suspected gunmen 
after a high-speed chase and an 
intense shootout that saw a car 
full of armed men crash into a 
passenger bus, authorities said. 

The state government in 
Veracruz said it had arrested 
another 10 people in Tuesday's 
incident. 

The Mexican Navy said one 
of the gunmen's vehicles, be¬ 
lieved to have had grenades on 
board, "lost control and 
crashed" into the bus before 
exploding. 

Two charred corpses were 
found inside the car but that 
none of the bus passengers 
were wounded, it said. 

The state government said 
the chase began with an 
anonymous tip-off that armed 
men were operating in the 
north of the Gulf port city of 
800,000 people. 

Nearly 37,000 people have 
been killed in a wave of vio¬ 
lence since Mexico launched a 
military crackdown on power¬ 
ful and increasingly brutal 
drug cartels in 2006.

Foreign military 
advisers head for 
Libyan rebel bastion 


PORT-AU-PRINCE,Haiti 
(AFP) - Haitian health officials 
on Wednesday said they have 
found new cases of cholera in 
rural areas of the country, but 
said the epidemic, which has 
killed thousands since last 
year, remains on the decline. 

"Residual outbreaks" have 
appeared in the north, the cen¬ 
tral plateau, and the southeast, 
"but they do not constitute a 
spike in the disease," the coun¬ 
try's public health general di¬ 
rector Gabriel Timothe told 
AFP late Tuesday. 

Haiti has suffered a devas¬ 
tating cholera epidemic since 
October, and authorities have 
reported 4,856 deaths since the 
onset of the disease, thought to 
have been eradicated from the 
country a century ago. 

The water-borne bacterial 
disease thrives in unhygienic 
conditions such as those 
throughout Haiti since a cata¬ 
strophic earthquake early last 
year killed some 220,000 peo¬ 
ple and left 1.5 million home¬ 
less, many of whom have been 
living in squalid tent cities 
since the disaster. 

Last month, a US team of 
experts warned that some 
800,000 Haitians will contract 
cholera this year, double the 
estimates of United Nations 
agencies, and that a recent dip 
in reported cases was likely 
temporary. 


MISRATA, Libya (AFP) - 
France and Italy joined Britain 
on Wednesday in sending mil¬ 
itary advisers to insurgent-held 
eastern Libya, as Tripoli 
warned that a foreign troop de¬ 
ployment would only prolong 
the conflict. 

In the besieged city of Mis- 
rata, Tim Hetherington, an 
Oscar-nominated British film 
director and war photographer, 
was killed and three colleagues 
were wounded by mortar fire, 
the local hospital said. 

Vanity Fair, for which Het¬ 
herington was working, con¬ 
firmed the death of the 
41-year-old from Liverpool, 
the second journalist killed 
covering Libya's two-month- 
old conflict. 

A colleague seriously 
wounded in the same incident 
was named as US national 
Chris Hondros of photo 
agency Getty. 

In Geneva, meanwhile, the 
UN human rights chief 
slammed the Libyan regime 
for the alleged use of cluster 


bombs in the city of Misrata, 
saying such attacks on densely 
populated urban areas could be 
international crimes. 

Rebel leaders in Misrata 
desperately pleaded for foreign 
soldiers to help them battle 
Libyan leader Moamer Kad- 
hafi's forces, who have been 
pounding the city for more 
than six weeks in fighting a 
doctor said had claimed at least 
1,000 lives. 

But the three European na¬ 
tions committing handfuls of 
troops to east Libya stressed 
they were being sent merely to 
advise the rebels on technical, 
logistical and organisational 
matters and not to fight. 

In Geneva, UN High Com¬ 
missioner for Human Rights 
Navi Pillay condemned the re¬ 
ported repeated use of cluster 
munitions and heavy 
weaponry by government 
forces in the siege of Misrata. 

She warned regime forces 
that "their orders and actions 
will be subject to intense 
scrutiny."

Seven questions all women should 


be asking 


Business as usual on 
Festive Days? 



In the day before yesterday’s 
edition I gave you 4 of the 7 
questions that women should 
be asking with respect to their 
health. I mentioned too that 
these are the questions that 
women should actually be ask¬ 
ing their personal physicians. 
In my practice I see some 
women with certain mental or 
emotional shortcomings who 
could quickly get healing if 
they were in better overall 
physical health. And, often that 
is where we begin to get to the 
healing process. Often they 
may need to start an exercise 
program, or start getting a 
week of good 8 hour sleep, or 
change their eating and get 
some good nutrients in their 
body. The first 4 questions are: 
1. How much exercise does my 
body need? 2. How can I best 
protect my health? 3. How 
much sleep do I need? And, 

4. What important nutrients do 
my body need? 

For the details of the 4 
questions and their answers in 
the previous edition, you may 
want to refer to that article by 
calling the Morning News Of¬ 
fice for a copy. 

Today, I am listing ques¬ 
tions 5, 6 and 7 and their an¬ 
swers: 

5. Is it safe to sit in the sun? 

People from the North and 
our American visitors ask this 
question often. Over the last 
few years there’s been much 
discussion about the impor¬ 
tance of Vitamin D to support 
bone, breast, heart and colon 
health. As mentioned above, 
Vitamin D is obtained from the 
sun and since many of my 
readers have heeded the warn¬ 
ing about using sunscreen and 
you live in northern climates, 
you may not be getting enough

Vitamin D rich sunshine. Ty¬ 
pically 10 to 15 minutes of sun 
exposure twice a week to the 
face, arms or back without 
sunscreen is enough. This 
should be followed by applica¬ 
tion of sunscreen with an SPF 
of at least 15. But sitting in the 
sun for long stretches of time 
is extremely harmful to your 
health. The UV rays of the 
open direct sun are too much 
for your tender skin to handle 
for long periods of time. Re¬ 
member ladies, too much of 
even a good thing is never 
good. Ten to fifteen minutes of 
sun exposure twice a week 
should be the max for opti¬ 
mum health! 

6. Do I need take multivita¬ 
mins? 

If you are one of those who 
consistently eat a well-ba¬ 
lanced diet with plenty of fresh 
fruits and vegetables and 
enough fresh fish every week, 
you might be getting enough 
nutrition from your food. For 
the women who don’t eat a 
well-balanced diet, a multivi¬ 
tamin is a good choice. The 
market is flooded with all sorts 
of multivitamins so whichever 
one you choose make sure it’s 
of high quality. Consult your 
pharmacist for the right one. 
Find the one that gives you 43 
vitamins, minerals, and nutri¬ 
ents to cover all your health 
bases. It should also include 
lutein and zeaxanthin to sup¬ 
port your vision. 

Again, be sure to check 
with your personal physician. 
Take my advice and get your 
doctor to create a health plan 
specifically for your situation. 

7. How much sex should I 
have? 

I left this one for last not be¬ 
cause it is the least important, 


because, believe it or not, it is 
crucially important to your 
overall health. It has been sci¬ 
entifically proven that a 
healthy sex life is not only im¬ 
portant for your mental health 
and physical health, but espe¬ 
cially for your marital or rela¬ 
tional health! The sex act, in a 
legal relationship, provides for 
necessary muscle relaxation. 

Having regular and enthusi¬ 
astic sex in a legal sane rela¬ 
tionship confers a host of 
measurable physiological ad¬ 
vantages. In one of the most 
credible studies correlating 
health with sexual frequency, 
Queens University in Belfast, 
Ireland shows that having sex 
just a few times a week has an 
associative or causal relation¬ 
ship with: 

a. Better sense of smell. 
After sex the hormone pro¬ 
lactin increases, which in turn 
causes stem cells in the brain 
to develop neutrons in the 
brain’s olfactory bulb, the 
smell center. 

b. Sex about three or four 
times a week reduces the risk 
of heart failure or stroke by 
half. So, it reduces the risk of 
heart disease. 

c. Weight loss and overall 
fitness. Sex is exercise. Sex ex¬ 
ercise bums about 200 calories 
which is about as much as run¬ 
ning a 15 minute run on a 
treadmill. The pulse rate in an 
aroused person rises from 
about 70 beats per minute to 
150, which is the same as for 
an athlete exerting maximum 
strength. It is an excellent 
weight loss program you do 
with your legal partner, and at 
no cost and without the hassle 
of diets!

ORANJESTAD — For several 
years now, the government has 
not been granting businesses 
permission to remain open to 
the public on 4 festive days in 
the year, namely, on Flag and 
Anthem Day, Good Friday, 
Labor Day and on Easter Day. 
Neither have they been giving 
permission for employees to 
work overtime on these days. 

However, in the context of 
stimulating our economy, the 
government is intent on modi¬ 
fying their policy. The govern¬ 
ment feels that it is necessary 
to expand the business opening 
hours for a business to be open 
on certain festive days. Obvi¬ 
ously, this also means that 
there must be a change in the 
permission for overtime work 
of employees who will be 
called on to work on these fes¬ 
tive days. 

The Ministers of Labor and 
of Economic Affairs have con¬ 
curred on issuing to those who 
submit a petition for same, a 
permit to one store to remain 
open to the public and to grant 
permission for overtime work 
of employees on Labor Day, 
May 2 from 9:00 am to 10:00 
pm. 

For businesses that have al¬ 
ready received the dispensa¬ 
tion to open for business 
during this year, the change of 
policy will apply to May 2nd. 
This dispensation implies that 
the May 2 date must be consi¬ 
dered a day equal to that of any 


Sunday. For those who submit¬ 
ted a petition for a permit to 
work overtime and received a 
negative response to their re¬ 
quest based on the previous 
policy, can have that decision 
revoked in view of the new 
policy. 

No employee is obligated to 
work on a festive day. If he 
chooses to work he will be 
doing so voluntarily. Nonethe¬ 
less, the employee who volun¬ 
teers to work on a festive day 
has legal rights to overtime pay 
of 200% for every hour that he 
has worked. 

This policy does not apply 
to those employment sectors 
where Labor Day for them is a 
normal day. An example of this 
is in the Hospitality sector, and 
in the continuous sectors such 
as, the Hospital, Valero, Phar¬ 
macies on Duty, etc. For em¬ 
ployees in this sector they do 
receive compensation for 
working on such a day as is the 
custom whenever they work 
on festive days.

record-breaking 
wait to take 
throne 

LONDON, England (AFP) - 
Prince Charles yestrday be¬ 
come the longest-serving heir 
apparent in British history, 
having waited to take over 
from Queen Elizabeth II for 59 
years, two months and 14 
days. 

Just days before his eldest 
son Prince William marries his 
university sweetheart Kate 
Middleton, Charles has over¬ 
taken the record set by his 
great-great grandfather king 
Edward VII. 

The prince became heir ap¬ 
parent when his mother, the 
then princess Elizabeth, ac¬ 
ceded to the throne to become 
queen on February 6, 1952. 

Edward VII was born the 
heir apparent on November 9, 
1841 when his mother, queen 
Victoria, was already on the 
throne. 

By the time he took over as 
king when she died on January 
22, 1901, he had been heir ap¬ 
parent for 59 years, two 
months and 13 days — the 
milestone that Charles passed 
yesterday. 

Charles, 62, was just three 
years old when he became the 
heir to the throne. 

He could well wait a while 
yet to become monarch. Queen 
Elizabeth celebrates her 85th 
birthday today, while her 
mother lived to the age of 101. 

The heir apparent, the eld¬ 
est son of a sovereign, is the 
next in line to the throne whose 
right to succeed cannot be al¬ 
tered by the birth of another. 

As Charles’ eldest son, 
William, who marries on April 
29, is second in line to the 
throne. 

Britain's Deputy Prime 
Minister Nick Clegg, who is 
responsible for constitutional 
reform, said on Saturday he 
was looking at the possibility 
of changing the rules of suc¬ 
cession. 

He said he wanted any 
daughters bom to William and 
his new bride would not be su¬ 
perseded by their younger 
brothers.

India launches three 
satellites on single rocket 



INDIA, Sriharikota Space Station : Chairman of ISRO K. Rad- 
hakrishn (2L) celebrates along with his team of scientists the suc¬ 
cess of the launching of the PSLV 16 satellite at the Satish 
Dhawan Space Centre in Shriharikota in Andhra Pradesh on 
April 20, 2011. India launched a rocket carrying three satellites 
into space in its latest effort to gain a share of the global market 
for putting commercial satellites into orbit.The main satellite in 
the launch was the remote-sensing Resourcesat-2, which will 
study the Earth’s use of natural resources. The rocket also car¬ 
ried a Indo-Russian satellite for stellar and atmospheric studies 
and an imaging satellite built by the Singapore-based Nanyang 
Technological University. India, which aims to send its first 
manned flight into space in 2016, first staked a claim for a share 
of the lucrative commercial satellite-launch market by sending 
up an Italian orbiter in 2007. The country sees its space explo¬ 
ration programme as an achievement that underlines its emer¬ 
gence as a major world economy, and many Indians take 
patriotic pride in its development.

Attractive men have long... ring 
fingers: study 



PARIS (AFP) - The longer a 
man's fourth or ring finger is 
compared to his index finger, 
the more likely he is to be 
judged attractive by women, 
according to a study released 
Wednesday. 

The results, published in 
the British Royal Society's 
journal Biological Sciences, 
unveil intricate links between 
foetal exposure of males to 
hormones, the development 
of certain physical traits, and 
what turns on the opposite 
sex. 

It also adds to a growing 
body of research — conducted 
under the banner of evolu¬ 
tionary psychology — sug¬ 
gesting that the drivers of 
human behaviour are found, 
more than previously sus¬ 


pected, in "nature" rather than 
"nurture." 

Earlier studies had already 
shown that the size ratio be¬ 
tween the fourth and second 
fingers, especially of the right 
hand, is a reliable indicator of 
the extent a man was exposed 
to testosterone while still in 
the womb. 

The bigger the gap be¬ 
tween a longer ring finger 
and a shorter index, the 
greater the likely impact of 
the hormone. 

For the new study, scien¬ 
tists led by Camille Ferdenzi 
of the University of Geneva 
designed an experiment to 
find out if women are drawn 
to the telltale signs of high 
testosterone levels in men — 
a symmetrical face, a deeper 


voice, a particular body 
odour — who have this more 
"masculine" finger configura¬ 
tion. 

"The aim was to under¬ 
stand what makes a man at¬ 
tractive," and whether at least 
some of those qualities "were 
in part conditioned by the 
foetal environment," Fer¬ 
denzi said in an interview. 

For the visual test, the re¬ 
sults were unambiguous. 
"The longer the ring finger 
compared to the index — that 
is, the greater the exposure to 
testosterone — the more at¬ 
tractive the face was rated," 
she said by phone. 

"We also found that attrac¬ 
tiveness and symmetry in the 
face are highly correlated." 

Such a preference might 
have evolved to boost a fe¬ 
male's chances of reproduc¬ 
tive success through mating 
with a more virile partner, she 
said. 

Surprisingly, however, 
women did not consistently 
tag the same men as "mascu¬ 
line". 

Nor did their preferences 
for voice or odours corre¬ 
spond to the longer ring-fin¬ 
ger males.

Teen depression 



Definition 

Teen depression is a serious 
condition that affects emo¬ 
tions, thought and behaviors. 
Although teen depression isn’t 
medically different from de¬ 
pression in adults, teenagers 
often have unique challenges 
and symptoms. Issues such as 
peer pressure, academic expec¬ 
tations and changing bodies 
can bring a lot of ups and 
downs for teens. But, for some 
teens, the lows are more than 
just temporary feelings — 
they're a sign of depression. 

Also called major depres¬ 
sion and major depressive dis¬ 
order, teen depression isn't a 
weakness or something that 
can be overcome with 
willpower. Like depression in 
adults, teen depression is a 
medical condition that can 
have serious consequences. 
However, for most teens, teen 
depression symptoms ease 
with treatment such as medica¬ 
tion and psychological coun¬ 
seling. 

Symptoms 

Teen depression symptoms 
include: 

-Feelings of sadness 
-Loss of interest or pleasure in 
normal activities 
-Irritability, frustration or feel¬ 
ings of anger, even over small 
matters 


-Insomnia or excessive sleep¬ 
ing 

-Changes in appetite. Depres¬ 
sion often causes decreased 
appetite and weight loss, but 
in some people it causes in¬ 
creased cravings for food and 
weight gain 

-Agitation or restlessness — 
for example, pacing, hand- 
wringing or an inability to sit 
still 

-Slowed thinking, speaking or 
body movements 
-Fatigue, tiredness and loss of 
energy — even small tasks 
may seem to require a lot of 
effort 

-Feelings of worthlessness or 
guilt, fixation on past failures 
or self-blame when things 
aren't going right 
-Trouble thinking, concentrat¬ 
ing, making decisions and re¬ 
membering things 
-Frequent thoughts of death, 
dying or suicide 
-Crying spells for no apparent 
reason 

-Unexplained physical prob¬ 
lems, such as back pain or 
headaches 

-Disruptive behavioral prob¬ 
lems, particularly in boys 
-Anxiety, preoccupation with 
body image and concerns 
about performance, particu¬ 
larly in girls 

Teen depression often oc¬ 
curs along with behavior prob¬ 
lems and other mental health 
conditions, such as anxiety or 
attention-deficit/hyperactivity 
disorder (ADHD). 

What's normal and what f s 
not 

It can be difficult to tell the 
difference between the ups and 
downs that are just part of 
being a teenager and teen de¬ 
pression. Talk with your teen. 
Try to determine whether he or 
she seems capable of handling 
his or her feelings without 
help, or if life seems over¬ 
whelming. If teen depression 
symptoms persist or begin to 


interfere in multiple areas of 
your teen's life, talk to a doctor 
or a mental health professional 
trained to work with adoles¬ 
cents. Your teen's family doc¬ 
tor or pediatrician is a good 
place to start. Or, your teen's 
school may have a recommen¬ 
dation. 

Warning signs that your 
teen could be struggling 
with depression: 

-Sadness, irritability or anger 
that goes on for two weeks or 
longer 

-Poor school performance or 
frequent absences from school 
-Talking about running away 
from home or attempting to do 
so 

-Loss of interest in family and 
friends 

-Conflict with friends of fam¬ 
ily members 

-Extreme sensitivity to rejec¬ 
tion or failure 

-An ongoing sense that life and 
the future are grim and bleak 
-Neglected appearance — such 
as mismatched clothes and un¬ 
kempt hair 
-Reckless behavior 
-Use of alcohol or drugs 
When to see a doctor 

If you suspect your 
teenager may be depressed, 
make a doctor's appointment 
as soon as you can. Depression 
symptoms may not get better 
on their own — and may get 
worse or lead to other prob¬ 
lems if untreated. Teenagers 
who are depressed may be at 
risk of suicide, even if signs 
and symptoms don't appear to 
be severe. 

If you're a teen and you 
think you may be depressed — 
or you have a friend who may 
be depressed — don't wait to 
get help. Talk to a health care 
professional such as your doc¬ 
tor or school nurse. Share your 
concerns with a parent, a close 
friend, a faith leader, a teacher 
or someone else you trust 


Ovarian cancer starts 
elsewhere: study 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
researchers have recreated the 
process by which ovarian can¬ 
cer forms in the lab, providing 
solid evidence that the tumors 
start in the fallopian tubes, not 
the ovaries, a study said. 

The finding could provide 
clues on how to attack ovarian 
cancer, which often causes no 
early symptoms and by the 
time it is found has spread so 
much that the tumors are im¬ 
possible to stop. 

Ovarian cancer is the fifth 
deadliest cancer among 
women, affecting 200,000 
women worldwide annually 
and killing 115,000 women on 
average each year. 

Several studies have theo¬ 
rized that the cancer may orig¬ 
inate elsewhere, but the latest 
research by scientists at the 
Dana-Farber Cancer Institute 
in Boston shows how the can¬ 
cer takes root first in fallopian 
tissue. 

The fallopian tubes are the 
pathways by which a woman's 
egg travels from the ovary to 
the uterus as part of her repro¬ 
ductive cycle. 

Ronny Drapkin, senior au¬ 
thor of the study in the Pro¬ 
ceedings of the National 
Academy of Sciences, said 
previous examinations of fal¬ 
lopian tissue taken from 
women genetically predis¬ 
posed to ovarian cancer have 
shown "patches of cells that 


were predecessors of serious 
cancers." 

So they decided to try and 
replicate the process of cancer 
formation in the lab. 

Researchers took fallopian 
cells and altered their genetic 
programming so they would 
divide much like cancer cells. 

"Like true tumor cells, these 
'artificial' cancer cells prolifer¬ 
ated rapidly and were able to 
leave their home tissue and 
grow elsewhere," said the 
study. 

"When implanted in labora¬ 
tory animals, they also gave 
rise to tumors that were struc¬ 
turally, behaviorally, and ge- 
nomically similar to human 
HGSOC (high-grade serious 
ovarian cancer)." 

Drapkin said the findings 
demonstrate that fallopian cells 
are the source of ovarian can¬ 
cer, and offer clues for future 
treatment. 

"Such studies will help us 
identify different types of 
high-grade serous ovarian can¬ 
cer, as well as possibly dis¬ 
cover biomarkers -- proteins in 
the blood — that signal the 
presence of the disease," said 
Drapkin, an assistant professor 
at Harvard Medical School. 

"Ultimately, the model will 
enable us to test potential ther¬ 
apies to determine which work 
best in each type of the dis¬ 
ease."

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A year after BP spill, US vows to restore Gulf 



NEW ORLEANS, Louisiana 
(AFP) - Residents bowed their 
heads at a sunrise vigil 
Wednesday to mark the an¬ 
niversary of the massive 
blowout on BP's Deepwater 
Horizon rig, which unleashed 
the biggest maritime oil spill in 
history and blackened beaches 
from Texas to Florida. 

President Barack Obama 
vowed to do "whatever is nec¬ 
essary" to restore the US Gulf 
Coast and to "hold BP and 
other responsible parties fully 


accountable for the damage 
they've done and the painful 
losses that they've caused." 

Oil-coated dolphin car¬ 
casses and sticky tar balls con¬ 
tinue to wash up on beaches a 
year after the April 20, 2010 
explosion which killed 11 
workers and sank the Deepwa¬ 
ter Horizon some 50 miles (80 
kilometers) off the coast of 
Louisiana. 

By the time the well was 
capped 87 days later, 4.9 mil¬ 
lion barrels (206 million gal-

Ions) of oil had gushed out of 
the runaway well 5,000 feet 
below the surface of the Gulf 
of Mexico. 

Hundreds of miles of frag¬ 
ile coastal wetlands and 
beaches were contaminated, a 
third of the Gulfs rich US wa¬ 
ters were closed to fishing, and 
the economic costs since have 
reached into the tens of bil¬ 
lions. 

Months of uncertainty 
caused deep emotional trauma 
for the fishermen and coastal 
residents who feared their way 


of life was being destroyed. 
More than 120,000 people are 
waiting on compensation 
claims inching through a 
clogged system. 

"I was very happy, and to 
have it ripped away from you, 
it's like a part of your heart is 
dead," said shrimper Dee 
Poche of Lafitte, Louisiana. 

BP took a $40.9 billion loss 
in 2010 related to the spill, in¬ 
cluding $13.6 billion for the 
initial response, and hopes to 
recover a significant portion of 


the cost from its well owner¬ 
ship partners and from subcon¬ 
tractors Transocean, which ran 
the drilling rig, and Hallibur¬ 
ton, which was responsible for 
the well's flawed cement job. 

It has set up a $20 billion 
trust fund to cover compensa¬ 
tion claims from fishermen 
and others affected by the spill, 
but also faces massive fines 
and penalties from the US gov¬ 
ernment and will be responsi¬ 
ble for repairing the 
environmental damage.

Throughout the history of 
mankind, in all its variations, 
one finds records of their 
ways and means of healing 
both the body and the mind;

Each horoscope sign has 
its own compound with ap¬ 
propriate prayers, daily ritu¬ 
als and a lucky number ”to 
play.” There are candles in 
gold and silver for winning 
money, incense candles 
against evil, and prayer can¬ 
dles interpreted through a 
mixture of different religions. 

The owners of these shops 
believe that they have been 
given the gift to know and 
understand what is the right 
item to sell a customer in 
need. There is no school to 
learn how to listen to the 
problems one brings to them 
or books to discern the solu¬ 
tion. They do believe 
strongly in their gift and 
knowledge as do their cus¬ 
tomers. Some pharmacies 
carry herbs and liquids dis¬ 
pensary bottled and labeled, 
but no instructions for their 
use or consultation is avail¬ 
able. 

One of the most interes¬ 


ting facets of the botanicas is 
the use of symbols on the la¬ 
bels which are often an odd 
mixture: such as an American 
Indian chief in a full war bon¬ 
net along side a 6-pointed 
Star of David and a stack of 
paper currency. There are 
also elements of Christianity 
and mixed with the Hindu 
faith. There is a prayer card 
for the protection of cars and 
trucks from ” la virgen de los 
motoristas” (the virgin of mo¬ 
torists). 

Spray cans have been 
added in the last years yet the 
beans to protect children have 
not gone out of favor and 
angel sand remains. Tuesdays 
and Fridays are considered 
the strongest days to bring 
luck and take bad influences 
away.

US prosecutors want 
to show Jackson's 
last days 


LOS ANGELES, California 
(AFP) - Prosecutors in the trial 
of Michael Jackson's doctor 
want to show footage of the 
"King of Pop" rehearsing 
shortly before his death in 
order to show he had no inten¬ 
tion of ending his life. 

With less than three weeks 
to go before the opening of the 
trial of Conrad Murray, the 
physician accused of 
manslaughter in Jackson's 
2009 death, the defense is 
fighting against the presenta¬ 
tion of the footage. 

The prosecution requested 
permission to exhibit video 
clips from a few days before 
the pop star's death on June 25, 
2009, in which Jackson is seen 
singing and dancing in a re¬ 
hearsal for his "This is It" tour. 

Prosecutors David Walgren 
and Deborah Brazil argued in 
the motion that the images 
show an "active, energetic" 
Jackson involved in the cre¬ 
ative process. 

The clips "support the pros¬ 
ecution's theory that Michael 
Jackson was actively involved 
in preparing for his upcoming 
tour, that he was engaged in 
the decision-making process 
and that he had every reason to 
want to live." 

"These video clips are com¬ 
pletely at odds with someone 
who, as the defense has 
claimed, would recklessly take 
his own life just hours after the 
last clip was filmed," they 


wrote. The clips were filmed 
on June 23-24, 2009. 

The pop icon died at the age 
of 50 from an overdose of 
propofol, an extremely power¬ 
ful anaesthetic he used as a 
sleeping aid. 

Prosecutors allege that 
Murray, 58, "abandoned his 
patient" after administering the 
powerful sedative and then 
tried to cover it up after the 
singer's death. 

Murray's defense team has 
argued that Jackson took an 
extra dose of the drug without 
his doctor's knowledge in 
order to end his life, saying the 
pop star was concerned about 
his mounting debts. 

Murray acknowledged that 
he had used propofol, but in¬ 
sisted that on the day of the 
singer's death he administered 
only a small amount of the 
drug that should not have been 
fatal. 

The trial is set to begin on 
May 9, and if Murray is con¬ 
victed he faces up to four years 
in prison. 

The prosecution has also re¬ 
quested to show photos from 
Jackson's autopsy, a demand 
rejected by the defense, which 
said the publication of the im¬ 
ages would prejudice the jury. 

The prosecution said the 
pictures in question are not 
gruesome, but instead show 
the star in "excellent health," 
further eroding the suicide the¬ 
ory.

COLOMBO (AFP) - Sri 
Lanka were forced Wednes¬ 
day to leave out star fast 
bowler Lasith Malinga while 
also naming four uncapped 
players for the 16-member 
Test squad for the tour of 
England. 

Sri Lanka play three Tests, 
five one-dayers and one 
Twenty20 international dur¬ 
ing the tour starting on May 
14. 

Malinga, who last played 


a Test in August last year, 
was in top form during the 
recent World Cup and is cur¬ 
rently taking part in the In¬ 
dian Premier League (IPL), 
where he is turning out for 
Mumbai Indians. 

Chief selector Duleep 
Mendis said they had been 
left with no choice but to 
leave out the 27-year-old. 

”It looks a bit awkward 
for us when Lasith writes and 
tells us he is injured and can’t 


play Tests, but continues to 
bowl well in the IPL,” 
Mendis told reporters. 

’’Lasith is our key fast 
bowler. We have written and 
asked him to return home im¬ 
mediately to begin rehabili¬ 
tation.” 

The colourful Malinga, 
who has pierced eyebrows, 
bleached blond locks and a 
distinctive slingshot bowling 
style, has taken 101 wickets 
in 30 Tests in a seven-year 
career. 

A five-member selection 
panel gave Test call-ups to 
Lahiru Thirimanne, Dinesh 
Chandimal, Thisara Perera 
and Nuwan Pradeep, all of 
whom are yet to play in 
Tests. 

’’Thirimanne and Chandi¬ 
mal are promising young 
batsmen who have already 
played one-day games,” 
Mendis said. 

The squad includes four 
fast bowlers in Dilhara Fer¬ 
nando, Chanaka Welegedara, 
Suranga Lakmal and 
Pradeep. 

’’Fernando is the most ex¬ 


posed fast bowler out of the 
lot. The others are being tried 
out to gain experience of 
bowling on fast English 
wickets,” Mendis said. 

Seamer Nuwan Ku- 
lasekara, who played in Sri 
Lanka’s previous Test series 
against West Indies, was also 
left out of the squad, which 
will be led by new captain 
Tillakaratne Dilshan. 

Angelo Mathews, widely 
tipped to get the vice-cap¬ 
taincy role, was not consid¬ 


ered due to fitness concerns.

Barcelona appeal proposed Iniesta ban 


NEW YORK (AFP) - The 
New York Giants will visit 
Washington and the New 
York Jets will host Dallas on 
September 11, the 10th an¬ 
niversary of the terror attacks 
on the World Trade Center 
and the Pentagon. 

Even though the National 
Football League has locked- 
out its players because of a 
labour dispute, the league an¬ 
nounced its 2011-12 schedule 


on Tuesday.

September 8, when reigning

Orleans Saints.

MADRID (AFP) - Barcelona 
have appealed a UEFA pro¬ 
posal to suspend Andres Ini¬ 
esta from the first leg of their 
Champions League semi¬ 
final clash with Real Madrid. 

UEFA will decide 
Wednesday whether to ban 
the Barcelona midfielder for 
an extra match for allegedly 
incurring a yellow card on 
purpose, Barcelona said in a 
statement on their website. 

Iniesta picked up the yel¬ 
low card during Barcelona's 
commanding 5-1 win over 


Shakhtar Donetsk at Camp 
Nou on April 6 meaning he 
missed the return leg but 
would have a clean sheet for 
the following match. 

But UEFA match officials at 
the Barcelona-Shakhtar game 
issued a report alleging Iniesta 
picked up the yellow card de¬ 
liberately, Barcelona said in the 
statement late Monday. 

The proposed suspension 
would would force Iniesta to 
miss the Champions League 
match at the Bernabeu sta¬ 
dium on April 27. 


"FC Barcelona have this 
evening submitted an appeal 
to UEFA against the proposed 
imposition of an additional 
game suspension for Andres 
Iniesta following the yellow 
card he picked up against 
Shakhtar at the Nou Camp on 
April 6th," the club said. 

"FC Barcelona believe that 
the arguments outlined in their 
appeal, based on the good faith 
of the player and the dispropor¬ 
tionate nature of the proposed 
sanction will be sufficient to 
rebut these allegations."
